Paris, 
Aug. 2.—(AP)—Prime 


Minister W. L. MacKenzie King 
of Canada proposed before the 
21-nation peace conference today 
that the council of foreign minis- 
ters of the four principal powers 
speed the writing of the peace 
by holding a meeting of their 
own during the conference. 


Kinp said: "I would like to see 


the four great powers willing to 
consider, and consider promptly 
changes in the foreign ministers' 
proposals (contained in the five 
draft 
treaties 
before 
the 
con 


ference) which are seriously sug- 
gested by strong arguments. 
I 


should like to see any suggested 
changes considered by them be- 
fore the vote is taken." 


Under the present 
procedure 


any changes suggested by the 
conference have to be approved 
by the foreign, ministers of Brit- 
ain, Russian, France and the 
United States. 


The Canadian prime minister's 


speech before the general assem- 
bly followed a morning of wrang- 
ling in the rules committee over 
who should be permanent chair- 
man of the committee. The ques- 
tion was left undecided.

Capt. Stuyvestant Pinnell, chief of 
Nassau County detectives, said to- 
day a 23-year-old Negro butler 
and chauffeur had been arrested 
#nd charged with murder in the 
death July 24 of Mrs. Marjone 
Church Logan and the rape and 
shooting of her 26-year-old daugh- 
ter, Marjorie Jean. 


Pinnell said Miss Logan had pos- 


itively identified the Negro as 
the man who forced her to disrobe 
in a bedroom of her home, at- 
tacked her, and then deliberately 
shot her in the face and neck. 


Mrs. Logan was shot to death 


in the living room of her home 
a few minutes before the attack 
on the daughter. 


The man was identified by Pin- 


nell as George Beecher Caraway, 
employed by Joseph M. Rose, 
whose home i& near the Logan's 
in the long Island community of 
Flower Hill. 


Caraway first was under sus- 


picion Wednesday night, Pinnell 
said, and was arrested last night 
by Detectives Michael O'Brien. To- 
day he was taken to Nassau coun- 
ty hospital, where Miss Logan is 
a patient, and she identified him 
immediately, Pinnell added. 


Details of the Negro's arrest

Election Violence 


In Tennessee Ends 
With GFs in Power 


Furious 
Battle in Jail 


Climaxes 
Near-Riot 


in Small City 


Athens, Tenn., Aug. 2—(AP) — 


A bi-partisan group of former 
GI's, their election to McMinn 
county offices conceded by a lead- 
er of the opposition, brought .quiet 
to bullet ridden Athens today after 
a bloody 
six-hour 
gun 
battle 


around a now battered jail. 


At least 18 persons were injured, 


six seriously, in the election day 
strife which began yesterday aft- 
ernoon and continued until 3 a. 
m. when a score or more deputized 
officers surrendered their hold on 
the two-story brick prison build- 
ing. 


Before complete order could be 


restored, several automobiles were 
overturned or stripped, and near 
riots swept over this town of 7,- 
000 suddenly bereft of formal law 
enforcement from county agencies. 
A mobilization of state guardsmen 
was cancelled and a spokesman 
for the ex-GI forces said they 
would maintain order until a mass 
meeting Monday when it was 
hoped some provision for filling 
county offices would be made. 


Orders Investigation 


In Washington, Attorney Gen- 


eral Tom Clark ordered an inves- 
tigation today of the gun battle. 
The civil rights section of the jus- 
tice department was directed to 
determine 
whether federal 
laws 


were viloated. 


The battle of the jail, 
pocked 


and battered 
from 
bullets and 


home made bombs tossed by GI 
sympathizers, was a direct out- 
growth of the bitter political cam- 
paign waged by the veterans to 
overturn the Democratic organi- 
zation of state senator Paul Can- 
trell, in power for a decade. 


Armed 'sheriff's deputies moved 


two 
ballot 
boxes 
to the jail 


Thursday afternoon, shortly after 
the polls closed at 4 p. m., and 
trouble, long brewing, burst into 
the open. 


A group of the former GI's dis- 


armed seven of the deputized offi- 
cers, beat them and shoved them 
Into automobiles' for a swift ride 
out of town. 


At 9 p. m., a crowd, estimated 


at 500 and now armed with pistols 
and light rifles, moved on the'jail, 
occupied by the force of deputies. 


Crowd Meets Gunfire 


Ralph Duggan, a former Navy 


lieutenant commander and leader 
of the ex-GI forces, said the crowd 
was "met by gunfire" and because 
they had "promised that the bal- 
lots would be counted as cast," 
they had "no choice but to -meet 
fire with fire." 


The exchang^ of fire, sporadic 


for six hours, ended after the jail 
was rocked by four blasts of ex- 
plosives and one of the deputies 
shouted down for a halt because 
"we are dying in here." 


One report, 
telephoned from 


within the jail during the night, 
said two men 
inside had 
been 


killed but it proved false.

Major Eric Howard Latham, 20, 
oi Hamilton, Ont., whose shouts 
for help attracted early morning 
tourists seven and a half h6urs 
after he had fallen and suffered 
a possible broken ankle, knee in- 
jury and bruises. 


A fire department ladder was 


lowered to the ledge and a Ni- 
agara Falls riverman reached La- 
tham and administered first aid. 


Latham was hauled up in an un- 


dertaker's basket and taken to 
the Niagarr. Falls General hospi- 
tal where his condition was re- 
ported to be "pretty good.' 


Latham said that he had step- 


ped over the three-foot stone wall 
at the top of 
the 
precipitous 


bank at about 11 p. m. and slip- 
ped on wet grass, plunging to the 
ledge 40 feet below.

Pace told a house agriculture 


sub-committee that city dwellers 
get all the breaks, and that short- 
ages, particularly of fats and oils, 
hit the fanners first and hardest. 


"Nonsense," said Rep. James J. 


Delaney, born and reared a Demo- 
crat in little old New York. 


"The reason Pace is so upset 


he just isn't used to shortages. We 
city people have hunted for short- 
ening, eggs, salad ofls, butter, po- 
tatoes, fresh vegetables — why, 
there isn't a commodity that hasn't 
been' short at one time or an- 
other." 


Delaney lold a reporter he has

Ga) was surprised that Pace had 
said that All the fats and oils go- 
ing into Georgia went straight to 
Atlanta, her old home town. 


"Did he *ay that?" she asked. 


"Well, I just came from there. And 
let me tell you I haven't seen any 
well known brand of shortening 
for so long I don't even remember 
what they look like."

Veto of Tidelands Bil 


Sustained; Congress 
May Adjourn Today 


Washington, Aug. 2—(AP)— 


The house today sustained Presi 
dent Truman's veto of the tide 
lands bill, thus killing the legis 
lation. 


The vote was 139 for overriding 


the veto and 95 against, but this 
fell 17 ballots short of the two 
thirds majority required to en 
act a measure into law over the 
president's objection. 


The action thus gave Truman a 


victory in a last-minute flare-up 
of discord with the 79th congress 


Previously, the house has sus 


tained his vetoes on the case labo, 
disputes bill and the first OPA 
continuation measure. In each case 
a majority, but not two thirds 
voted to override. 


Congress, which teamed with 


Roosevelt and Truman in carrying 
the burdens of war but balkec 
on many home-front matters, spe, 
toward final adjournment today. 


With an eleventh-hour compro 


mise worked out to freeze the So 
cial Security tax, a flurry over a 
World Court proposal was the 
only threat to plans for sine di 
adjournment at the end of to- 
day's sessions.
